5. An environmental assessment

a. Existing Land Use

There is an existing camp that measures 32°x32’ on a lot that measures 113°x100°. The
existing camp is on mud seals. This lot contains numerous trees on the property, none of which
will be cut down and only two with minor trimming alterations.

b. Historical/Archeological Sites
No impact. There are no known historical or archeological sites.

c. Economic Impact of the Project
No impact. There will not be any confliction with commercial use or residential property
in the area.

d. Wilderness/Rural Quality
No impact. The project will be consistent with other projects on the river.

e. Scenic/Aesthetic Value
No impact. Quality material will be used to insure aesthetical value of the river.

f. Recreational Use/Opportunities
No Impact. There is an existing camp that has been there over 30 years.

g. Ecological Systems Present
No impact. There are not any known nests or dens or habitation of wildlife and it will not
restrict future habitation.

h. Fish and Wildlife in the Area
No impact. All practices will be observed to protect any habitat.

i. Botanical Elements (Vegetation)
Minimal impact. There will be slight trimming of two trees. There will not be any trees
cut down.

j. Geological Features
No impact. There will be no impact and no erosion on site and no extraction.

k. Hydrological Features
No impact. The project will not cause restriction or cause channelization of the river.

1. Water Quality/Quantity
No impact. All practices will be observed to conserve quality and quantity and will not
restrict the river in any way.

I specifically agree to abide by all State and Federal fish and wildlife
laws and regulations, and all State and Federal laws and regulations which relate to this permit or the permitted
activity, and by all other terms and conditions of this permit. I understand that the permit for which I am
applying may be suspended, annulled, withdrawn or revoked and that I may be assessed civil penalties, all in
accordance with the provision of the Louisiana Administrative Procedure Act, and that [ may be denied future
permits as a consequence of my failure to fully and completely comply with the terms and conditions of the
permit, as well as other laws and regulations pertinent thereto. If served with or notified of a cease and desist
order signed by the Scenic Rivers Administrator, I agree to immediately and without delay cease all
activities and operations which relate to the permitted activity or which are impacting the Scenic
River, until such time as the matter can be resolved in an adjudicatory hearing pursuant to the Louisiana
Administrative Procedure Act. I understand and agree that any permit issued to me by the Louisiana
Department of Wildlife and Fisheries is in the nature of a privilege which is being voluntarily extended to
me by the Department and the failure on my part to cooperate with the Department can result in the loss of the
privilege conferred and the denial of future requests for permits. By accepting this permit, I evidence my

agreement to be bound by all conditions and stipulations set forth herein."
